Gold Wklok TuurUU U»«« In Italy. 

How does Italy, a country without 
gold mines, find the gold to pay the ten 
million* a year due to foreign holders of 
her bonds, not to speak of the heavy bal¬ 
ance against her on her foreigu trade? 
Mr. Dering, secretary of the British em¬ 
bassy in Rome, declares that the only 
solutiou of the question at which it is 
logically possible to arrive is that this 
amount of gold is annually brought into 
the country by foreigu travelers, who 
swarm during the four seasons of the 
year in one part of Italy or the other. 

From calculations made by the Uuited 
States consular representatives in vari¬ 
ous^ parts 0 / this country it has been 
computed that for the last teu years the 
average expenditure in Italy of Ameri¬ 
can citisens has been about £7,000,000. 
Mr. Deriug thinks it would scarcely be 
an exaggeration to place the collective 
expenditure of British, French, Austrian, 
German and other foreigu travelers at 
double this amount. 

This, we are reminded, is irrespective 
of the money spent in the cooutry by 
the 00,000 to 60,000 pilgrims who annu¬ 
ally visit the Eternal City, and of the 
amount of which they are the bearers in 
the shape of donations to the holy see.
